“Do you think a drunk or crazy man 
would have had sense enough to have 
telephoned the undertaker to come and 
got us or to have ordered the coffins,’ 
he said. 
Shortly after two o’clock this morn­ 
ing people were advised by an under­ 
taker that Sharp had called ordering 
caskets for him self and wife and had 
told the undertaker-to come and get 
their bodies. Police rushed to their 
home where they foYund the woman 
dead in bed and Sharp in the basement 
with the gun in his hand and, accord­ 
ing to officers, apparently drunk. 
“She asked me to shoot her,” the 
man said to a newspaper man, ‘the 
first tim e the gun snapped, but it sure 
did bark the second time. If I had not 
left that fool door open for the under­ 
taker I would have bumped 
m yself 
off, but these officers came and g^t 
me.” 
The couple were married about ten 
years ago and it is said have had fre­ 
quent quarrels.
